We believe that the Bank will, within ashort period, beenabled 
to reduee its rate, but this week the appearance of the foreign 
exchanges was rather unfavourable. The demand for remit- 
tances to India and to Egypt has decidedly augmented for the 
moment, and we should bear in mind that last year that 
demand was of critical and overwhelming importance. We 
have now checked it for a time by the high value of money 
and the low value of cotton.

bears traces of his teaching. It would not have been written 
if he had not previously written. Nothing can be well be 
more important than such a criticism from a quarter so well 
informed on a subject lately so critical, and which may at any 
moment be so important again. 


The judgment of the Journal des Debats is entirely un- 
favourable to the Act of 1844. It considers that it has 
aggravated the pressure in England,—that it has made it 
more intense than it need have been,—that it has made it 
more painful than it was elsewhere by its needless restrictions. 

The French critic believes that “if the Bank of England 
“had not its hands tied by the law of 1844 there is every 
“ reason to believe that the country would not be reduced to 
“ such extremities, or would be affected less. And, in fact, 
“ at these critical periods, what is most necessary is money, 
‘‘ whether bank notes or cash. More than usual is needed, 
“* because it is the instrument with which accounts are settled, 
“‘ and because the characteristic of crises is to bring about on || 
“ all sides the settlement of accounts. A bank which enjoys 
“ an excellent reputation, and which inspires entire confidence, 
“ may, by extending to a certain extent the credits it accords, 
“yender then the greatest services, without running any 
“ risks itself, provided it only makes advances upon good com- 
“mercial paper. But the effect of the law of 1844 is to 
“ cramp it extremely in the dispensation of credit, and compel 
“it even to stop short.” 

Now, we have, in an elaborate article, shown thatin certain 
circumstances this might be the effect of the Act of 1844. 
We have shown that when there is an internal panic,—when 
the ordinary currency of ledger credit is impeded,—when 
cheques ordinarily received in payment are distrusted and 
refused,—-that an extension of the bank-note credit is impera- 
tively needed. At least, it is needful that the public should 
feel that there can be such an extension. When, as we at 
large explained, the more complicated, the more refined form 
of credit is much impaired and half-suspended—the earlier, 
the wider form of credit—the bank note—needs to be 
revived and acted on. 

But we did not this year arrive at that crisis. The panic 
did not happen, There was no diffused distrust, no destruc- 
tion of ordinary credit. The Clearing-house was as efficient 
as ever. We never reached the rare period when extended 
bank-note currency was necessary to supply the destruction of 
other credit currency, for other credit currency was undestroyed. 
The remedy of the Debats is a good one,—it is a remedy in 
which we are deficient,—a remedy which we ought to have,— 
a remedy we must try to obtain,—but is not a remedy for our 
recent disease. It is a cure for am acute:paroxysm of un- 
reasoning fear, but we have had no unreasoning fear; it is a 
remedy for a panic, but we have not had a panic; it is a par- 
tial palliative for extravagant alarm, but we have had no such 
alarm; we have felt only a reasonable and well-justified 
anxiety. 

What we have wanted during the past year has been capital, 
not currency—bullion, not bank notes. By causes which are 


familiar to us, which have been a hundred times explained in 
these pages, we trenched on our capital by very rapid exten- 
sions of trade, and by very considerable enterprises, as well as 
loans to foreign countries ; we were forced to pay large sums 
in bullion for cotton to new countries—India, Egypt, and 
Brazil—unwilling and unaccustomed to any other sort of pay- 
ment. In consequence of these great adventures we were

FRENCH ORITICISM ON THE ACT OF 1844 

Sous attention has naturally been excited in England by the 
Sppearance in the Journel des Debats of an elaborate criticism 
en the recent effect of the Act of 1844 in England. Though 
Mis not signed by one of the most eminent European 
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interest both to keep up bullion here and check new busi- 
ness which we had not capital to carry on. The Journal des 
Debats acknowledges and even exaggerates this. It says, 
“England is still filled with alarm, and when English com- 
“merce suffers, European commerce cannot be in perfect 
“security. In England the crisis undoubtedly has its origin 
“in the excess of speculation. The Anglo-Saxon is a bold 
“and fearless speculator. One exciting another, temerity 
“increases and grows rasher, and that is what has taken 
“place this year on the other side of the Channel. The 
«British Empire is spread over innumerable countries scat- 
“tered through the two hemispheres. For the last 
“twenty years these various possessions, which are so vast, 
“and which contain so many natural resources, have ex- 
“tended their cultivation and their undertakings ; their 
populations have developed; they form states now which 
“an extremely liberal regime wunceasingly fecundates. 
“ Favoured by liberty, the spirit of enterprise is more aroused 
“throughout the whole of these regions. London, from 
“ which, in great part, the necessary capital is drawn, has 
“ been induced to subvention an unlimited number of associa- 
“ tions, and to furnish endless funds. The great bulk of the 
« joint stock companies formed this time had, it must be 
« admitted, a useful object. But an excess even of useful 
“ enterprises is a great danger. Whatever the mass of riches 
“ may be in London and England, it was not possible to ob- 
“ tain the total capital required for so many schemes. Hence 
“an extreme embarrassment to the subscribers or share- 
“ holders. Hence also an enormous dearness of capital, of 
“what is improperly called money. Such is the principal 
“ cause of the crisis in England.” 

But if this scarcity of capital be the cause of our evils, it 
is not the scarcity of bank notes. We did not want new 
issues of bank paper. We wished that the excess of enter- 
prise should be checked, and we have checked it. We wished 
that bullion should have been retained here, and we have 
retained it. By raising the rate of interest promptly and 
much we have attained both of these ends. The Debats says 
that the attitude of the Bank of England during this year 
has been that of Signor Pococurante in Voltaire’s novel. “It 
“‘sympathises with the commercial firms struck down around 
“ it, but does not disturb itself much about them. It says with 
“ imperturbable coolness to those who are embarrassed: ‘ It’s 
“ «your affair, not mine ; get out of the scrape if you can. All 
“«T have to do is to observe the law of 1844, by virtue of 
«< «which, when my notes in circulation exceed fourteen mil- 
« «lions, I can’t issue any more, unless I have hard cash in 
“< «my cellars for every note so issued. I observe the law, and 
“ «wash my hands of everything else.’” 

But the fact is, that the Bank of England has preserved 
everything else. By raising the rate of interest early and 
effectually, it restrained our business, retained our bullion, 
and preserved our credit. This is the true function of the 
Bank. Her business is not to prop up insolvent firms, but to 
maintain herfown solvency. She is charged with the custody 
of our sole bullion reserve. Let her do that, we shall be 
safe and thankful: let her do anything but that, and we shall 
be hurt and angry. By a prodigy of hardihood, the Debats 
refers to the crisis of 1825 as a model which ought to have 
been followed now. “Fortunately,” it says, “for English 
“ commerce and for the Bank, the law of 1844 did not then 
“ exist.” “The Bank did not hesitate to discount con- 
“ siderably, and to issue notes, though it had scarcely any 
“ bullion left.” Happily, on this occasion, the Bank of 
England was able to enlarge its discounts with safety, because 
it had retained much bullion, and it did not need to issue 
more notes because it preserved us from a panic. In 1825, 
the Bank of England augmented and aggravated the 
calamities which in 1864 she has limited and lessened.

date, had been 7,393,012/, or 11.77 per cent. But, taking 
into consideration that a balance of taxation had, during the 
ten years in question, been repealed or reduced, amounting to 
4,407,966/, according to the estimates at the time of repeal, 
the actual growth of the revenue during the ten years was 
more accurately stated as 20.20 per cent., or 11,800,978/, 
instead of 7,393,012. 

The revenue of 1854 was 62,815,252/, and the expenditure 
69,012,760, leaving a deficit of 6,197,508/, while the revenue 
of 1864 has been 70,208,964/, and the expenditure 
67,856,286/, leaving a surplus of 2,352,678/. But in the 
former year the Crimean war rendered the expenditure greater 
than the average in time of peace, and the contrast between 
periods of war and peace expenditure conveys very little useful

d for figures. According to the Board ef Trade returns, the funded 
aver, and unfunded debts amounted in 1854 to 771,335,801/, and 
cone in 1864 to 790,565,224/, showing a trifling increase of 


19,229,423/, but the average rate of interest has also been 
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gradually reduced, but still exceeding in relative amount the 
increase in the principal. 

But there are certain indications of wealth and poverty, 
such as population, imports and exports, shipping, railways, 
pauperism, and so forth, which should afford a basis for an 
estimate of the ability of the country at the two periods to 
meet the taxation imposed. 

As to population, the Board of Trade returns give an esti- 
mate for England and Wales from the years 1849 to 1863; 
for Scotland, for 1855 to 1863; and for Ireland, the census of 
1851 and 1861; and it is therefore difficult to deal with their 





figures. Taking them as they are, the following is the best 
use we can make of them :—

It is here assumed that Scotland pays no part of the taxes, 
but the population of Scotland varies so little, being estimated 
by the Board of Trade at 3,004,290 in 1855, and 3,097,006 
in 1863, that the addition of the Scottish population would 
not alter in any appreciable degree the one main fact that per 
head we pay more taxes now than ten or fifteen years ago. 
The difference between 2.34/ per-head in 1851 and 2.71/ in 
1861 would be about 7s 9d. 

The Board of Trade, in their statistics of imports and ex- 
ports, afford far more valuable information. Treating these 
in the same manner as above, the following is the result :—

Accepting the imports and the exports of Great Britain as 
indicative of wealth and progress—and we know of no better 
test,—the ability of the country taxed to pay the taxes im- 
posed has thus advanced materially—immensely—during the 
past ten years. 


Supposing 21.99 per cent. of taxes on imports and exports 
to represent a pound sterling in 1854, the 15.78 of 1863 would 
represent 14.358. That is, that whereas in 1854 we paid 20s in 
taxes, out of the means at our command in 1863 we paid 
14s 4d. If our ability topay taxes in 1854 and 1863 is measured 
by imports and exports, we might as easily have paid taxes 
in 1863 to the amount of 98 millions as 59 millions in 1854. 


Again, measuring the interest on the national debt side by 
side with imports and exports, we have the following issue :—

From this it would appear that if imports and exports are 
the measure of our wealth and tax-paying capability, we 
might have paid double the interest on our debt, or perhaps 
interest on 1,600 millions in 1863, with as little inconvenience 
as on 800 millions in 1854. 

In shipping the progress made is far less striking by com- 
parison with the taxation, The total tonnage of vessels 
registered as belonging to the United Kingdom, including 
Jersey, Guernsey, and the Isle of Man, at the two periods, were

From these general outlines, we may assume the facts that 
if our population has not increased in ‘proportion to our taxa- 
tion of late years, our wealth has increased in far greater 
ratio, and that our taxation is virtually less onerous than it 
was ten yearsago. But the subject isa large one, and we will 
return to it again. 


ALLEGED COMMERCIAL DECADES OR CYCLES. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE ECONOMIST. 

Sim,—It is nearly two months since Mr Disraeli remarked 
at Aylesbury, that “a good harvest alone had averted the ill 
“ consequences of extreme speculation ;—if this year we had 
“ been obliged to send out 20,000,0007 to import food, it is 
“ difficult to calculate the injurious consequences which must 
| “ have followed.” Even those who trust least in Mr Disraeli’s 

political economy must now, I think, admit the truth of this 

|remark. The Economist has often pointed out the serious 
| effects on trade of a sudden drain of money for corn; never- 
| theless, many persons in trade evidently make their calcula- 
tions at the beginning of the year without reference to such a 
contingency, although it is one which may happen or not, for 
| anything that can be foreknown before harvest time. Our 
| fields might have been as barren, this-year, of food for men, as 
they have been of food for cattle. There are no regular cycles 
of seasons of plenty and scarcity, upon which speculators can 
count. Had the alternation of seven years of plenty and 
| famine in Ancient Egypt not been an extr aordinary occurrence, 
Joseph's prediction would have been unnecessary. And in 
| modern England there have been, as the historian of prices 
records, “ very different proportions of favourable and unfa- 
| * vourable seasons in periods of considerable lengths.” The 
fifty years, for instance, from 1715 to 1765 were characterised 
| by a marked exemption from seasons of scarcity, compared 
with the fifty preceding years; the chief cause of the extra- 
vagant prices of food, again, from 1793 to 1814, was the 
| frequent recurrence of bad harvests; while “from 1818 to 
| «« 1837 there were only five seasons in which the produce of 
“ wheat was decidedly deficient.” The same irregularity in 
| our seasons has continued ever since, and no one could reason- 
| ably take for granted’six months ago that it would be unne- 
cessary to buy between the autumn of this and next year 
thirty-five millions’ worth of grain, as in 1861, or nearly 
thirty-eight millions’ worth, as in 1862. 

But, besides the irregularity in our harvests, there are 
obviously many other uncertain vicissitudes which make it in 
the highest degree imprudent to reckon securely upon an easy 
money market and commercial prosperity throughout any | 
year, and absolute madness to base trading speculations on the 

|| assumption of such a state of things for several years to come 
in succession, There is, nevertheless, a current theory, more 
or less distinctly conceived and firmly believed, that periods of 
commercial prosperity and adversity recur as regularly as the 
tides ; and, by inference from this theory, we were assured last 
year that we were on the eve of a cycle of years of buoyant 
tendo and rising markets. “That great commercial fluctua- 

“tions, completing their course in some ten years,” said Mr 
Jevons in his essay on the Gold Question, “ diversify the pro- 
“ gress of trade, is familiar to all who attend to mercantile 
“ matters ;”” and he added: “No one, I think, will doubt 
“ that during the last year (1862) and at present we are at or 
“ near the lowest point, and at very low water of the com- 
“ mercial tide.” Mr Jevons’ attempt to measure the abnormal 
effect of the new gold upon prices is entirely based upon the 
assumption of a periodical and uniform ebb and flow of specu- 
| lation, and rise and fall of prices. But at present I only desire 
| to notice the dangerous practical applications of this tidal or 
cyclical doctrine.

say that the iron trade was going to have a ten years’ run of 
prosperity and high prices, but that it was entering upon five 
years of that happy description which, along with five years 
of depression, would make up the regular “ decennial period” 
or “commercial tide.” Before 1844, he says, the trade ip 
iron was in a-state of depression, but there was an abundant 
harvest in that year, and towards the close of it the price of 
iron rose, and continued high down to the crisis in the autump 
of 1847. Five years of depression followed from the close of 
1847 to the close of 1852, in which year there was an excel. 

lent harvest, and high prices and prosperity blessed the irom 
masters until the crisis of 1857, after which they were visited. 
with a period of depression, out of which the abundanes of 
last year’s harvest, the easiness of the money market, and the 
numerous schemes on foot involving a demand for iron, 
showed, he thought, that they were now emerging into a 
period of prosperity. According to the writer's own statistics, 
it will be seen that trade had only one quinquennial period of 
prosperity, namely, from 1852 to 1857; the prosperous period, 
from 1844 te 1847, being one of three years only. Nor cama 
quinquennium of felicity be said to have begun at the end of 
last year, for the iron trade is one of those which have been 
hard pressed for some two months, and prices have been lower 
in the trade than they sometimes were during the period from 
1847 to 1852, which the writer referred to characterised asa 
period of depression. 


Even if we could really trace through several decades past 
the alleged alternate rise and fall of prices and commercial 
fortunes, it would be altogether fallacious to infer that the 
same order of things would recur periodically for the future, 
Free trade alone has altered all the conditions of the question; 
the political events which, like the American war, profoundly 
affect commerce, are ever changing ; and, as already observed, 
we cannot tell whether we are likely to have a succession 
either of good or of bad natural seasons. But there is really 
no such cyclical recurrence of economical periods to be traced 
in the past history of trade. The notion that there is, seems 
to be grounded mainly on the recurrence of panics and com- 
mercial disasters in 1847 and 1857. Thus, Mr Jevons has 
adverted particularly to a passage in the preface to an edition 
of M. Chevalier’s “Essay on Gold,” in which Mr Cobden, 
writing in 1859, speaks of “a crisis visiting the commercial 
‘‘ world in each decade.”” There were, however, in 1847 two com- 
mercial crises, one in spring and the other in autumn, “ broadly 
“ distinguishable from each other,” as Mr Tooke has-empha- 
tically pointed out ; and it would have been quite as reason- 
able at the end of 1847 to conclude that there would bea 
commercial crisis every six months for the future, as to con- 
clude from a crisis happening in the autumns of both 1847 
| and 1857 that there would be a crisis for the future every ten 
years, The causes of the crises of 1847 and.1857 were alto- 
gether dissimilar, and were in both cases in a great measure 
abnormal. And nothing can be less consistent with the doc- 
trine either of a decennial crisis or of a deeennial commer #_ 
tide, than the real fluctuations of prices and in the condition 
of trade from 1847 to 1857, and likewise in the periods both 
before and since that decade, as I hope to be permitted to 
show in a future letter. But, as a theological writer has ob- 
served, “In comprehending and recollecting scattered pheno- 
“ mena, man’s intellect needs recurrent numbers, and when 
“he does not find them in nature he places them there. So 
“strong is this tendency, that when such relations are not 
“ found among events, mankind will create them from the 
“ stores of their own ingenuity, and will lengthen or shorten 
“ periods to the measure of their Procrustes'’ bed. Hence it 
“is that in the speculations of early philosophers, in his- 
“tory handed down by popular tradition, and in all the 
“mythical systems of religion, we have recurrent numbers, 
“as 3, 5, 7, and 10.” 

I will only attempt to add at present, that if men in trade 
literally receive and act upon the new statistical version of 
the poet’s maxim that “there is a tide in the affairs of men, 
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| sbeir lives will probably be “bound in shallows and in mise-

Sous three months ago, we ventured to warn the public 
ly against the undue estimation in which the shares 
ee, and Finance Companies were then held, contend- 
ing that the enormous profits of the preceding six months 
were wholly exceptional, and that the test of a commercial 
crisis, or even ordinary losses from failures, had not yet been 
to many of these youthful and too enterprising con- 
We pointed out the absurdity of capitalising, as correct 
indications of future values, profits of a year, or, in some 

cases, of a few months’ earning. 


The correctness of the views we then expressed has since 
received striking demonstration, even the very partial crisis 
we are now passing through proving disastrous to the premium 
values of the great majority of recently-formed banks, the fall 
mone or two instances being from 100 per cent. premium to 
about par. 

We would merely now repeat our opinion that the risks of 
banking and finanee operations should be compensated for by 
a very much larger return than has hitherto been considered 
sufficient, and that the only safe estimate of value of bank or 
finance shares, except in the case of old and firmly-established 
businesses, is to reckon the share capital and reserve (after 
deducting losses) at par only, no matter what may be returned 
as the profits of the Company for the first one or two half- 

. As regards the future of these concerns, it must not 
be forgotten that should the result of the present difficulties 
bea return to cheaper money and more moderate business, 
the effect of the crowd of newly-created banking institutions 
will be inevitably to greatly diminish the profits of this busi- 
ness. Deposits will be keenly competed for as well as dis- 
counts, and the margin of profit this reduced in both ways. 

In-proportion as the public appetite for miscellaneous fancy 
shareshas fallen off, a wholesome desire has been shown to 
invest in solid properties. Hence the steadiness which has 
characterised the market for Railway Stocks in these times of 

i-panic. During the longneglect of these investments, caused 
by the recent mania for new Companies, the railways of this 
country have been progressing wonderfully, and the public 
onlynow wakes up to find that the prices of their shares 
offer a:tempting prospect of large and secure returns. 

We have compiled the following estimates of traffic and 
dividend of some of the principal lines from the returns of 
the last four months, reckoning that the traffic will continue 
tothe end of the half-year at the present reduced rates of 
inerease. We believe the dividend estimates will not be far 
fromthe truth ; but as the data we give are open to our 
readers to examine, they can judge for themselves as to the 
correetness of our ideas, 

From these figures we judge that railway property will 
again find the favour it deserves from all who seek for a safe 
while adequate return from capital combined with a steady

CHAMBERS OF AGRICULTURE. 


Tere have been of late years many indications of a feeling 
amongst farmers that some plan of combined action in reference to 
their special, local, and general interests has become necessary. 
The discussions at local agricultural societies, the London Farmers’ 
Club, and the meetings of the Royal Agricultural Society, and 
such meetings as that in Staffordshire for the examination of Lord 
Lichfield’s proposed tenant-right agreement, all point to a want of 
some recognised body to represent and enforce the tradiog views 
and interests of the capitalists engaged in the cultivation of land. 
In the great centres of trading and manufacturing industry we find 
Chambers of Commerce performing such fuactions on behalf of 
the commercial communities, and when the tenant-farmers have 
emancipated themselves from the semwi-feudal conditions, by which 
their business is encompassed, in their relations with their land- 
lords, Chambers of Agriculture will become to husbandry some- 
thing like ‘he agents which Chambers of Commerce are in regard 
to the trading world. 


We, therefore, learn with satisfaction that ia Scotland some 
steps have been taken towards the organisation of a Chamber of 
Agriculture. The idea of such an agricultural organisation originated 
with some of the leading agriculturists of the Lothians, Mr Hope of 
Fenton Barns, Mr M‘Lagan of Pampherstone, and others, and at 
a recent meeting of the East Lothian Agricultural Clab, a formal 
proposal was made for the institution in Edinburgh of a 
“* Chamber of Agriculiure and Scottish Farmers’ Club.” Kules 
for such a chamber were proposed, and the objects were thus 
defined :—‘ To watch over the interests of practical agriculture ; 
to promote the advancement of agriculture by the diseussion of 
subjects connected with it; to consider questions which may 
be introduced into Parliament connected with agriculture; 
to afford frequent opportunities for intercourse ‘to farmers and 
otbers connected with agriculture from different parts of the 
country.” Though some of the subjects are frequently taken wu 
at meetings of the Highland and Agricultural Society in Seotland, 
and at the Royal Agricultural Society in England, yet such 
subjects as Game Laws, and other topics of especial interest to the 
tenantry are necessarily, from the constitution of those great 
societies, altogether ignored. Mr Harper, the author of this 
particular proposal, seems to have contemplated a club, in connec- 
tion with a Chamber of Agriculture, something like the London 
Farmers’ Club, and with some sort of charitable provision for 
decayed farmers and their families. 


But Mr Hope prudently suggested, ‘‘ perhaps they might content 
themselves with being merely a Chamber of Agriculture for a 
year or two, until they got a considerable number of members,” 
i.e., to form a club. The farmers around Edinburgh and 
in the Lothians generally thought there was no need of 
a club, while those from more distant districts were anxious 
to establish a club in connection with the Chamber of 
Agriculture. It might be well to combine the two eventually, but 
the Committee was not prepared at once to incur the expense of 
aclub. We believe that the true plan is to establish a Chamber 
of Agriculture in each central agricultural district, for business 
purposes, and to give up the costly and perchance doubtful project 
of aclub. Why should there not be a Chamber of Agriculture 
meeting ut Edinburgh, another at Aberdeen forthe Northof Seot_ 
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land, another at Kelso for the border counties, andsoon? The 
result of the East Lothian meeting was a resolution to form a 
Chamber of Agriculture, and to leave the question as to a club in 
connection therewith to stand over for future consideration. 

The London Farmers’ Club to a very limited extent serves 
some of the purposes of a Chamber of Agriculture, by discussing 
questions of interest to farmers. Thus, at a recent meeting, a 
paper was read on ‘“‘ County Expenditure and Loca) Taxation,” 
which are undoubtedly subjects of much interest to farmers, Mr 
Spearing (of Wiltshire) said, ‘‘ that in his own and neighbouring 
counties there is not due regard paid to the pockets of the rate- 
payers,” and when it is remembered that the rates are in a great 
measure imposed by the justices at Quarter Sessions, it is not sur- 
prising that the interests of the ratepayers is not usually the first 
consideration. After some details in illustration of the above state- 
ment, drawn from his own locality, Mr Spearing complained of the 
expense of the police force, and said ‘‘ that the ratepayers generally 
have great reason for complaint at the way in which this force is 
often employed, and the recent act with regard to game has 
tended more to take them (the policemen) from what ought to 
be their legitimate employment, and less useful to those who ought 
to have a greater share of their services.” This is a general 
complaint amongst farmers. At the Exeter Quarter Sessions -the 
grand jury made a formal presentment on the subject. ‘The main- 
tenance of convicted poachers causes much expense to the farmers, 
which is the more galling, as the game, the gamekeepers and the 
police are now combined to preserve, constitutes one of the most 
constant and vexatious obstacles to agricultural improvement and 
success. Mr Spearing justly remarked, ‘‘ that the county rates 
would not be submitted to so quietly as they are, if the greater 
part of the ratepayers knew the amount they paid; but, for some 
reason or other, the county rate has been jumbled together with 
the poor rate, and except a little grumbling now and then about 
the expense of the poor rate, little is heard or thought of the 
subject.” 

n Mr Spearing’s own parish, Kennet, a small one, the rates 
tor the relief of the poor for six years from 1858 to 1863, both 
inclusive, amounted to 77/ 13s 3d, while the county rates for the 
same period were no less than 89/ 11d 1d. 

The justices who impose and administer the rates at the Quarter 
Sessions are by no means the persons most affected, many of them 
being clergymen and persons of small property and often very small 
ratepayers. Mr Spearing said, “‘I bave a near neighbour, who 
has lately become a considerable landed proprietor, the rateable 
value of whose farms must be 3,000/ per annum, and yet he has 
no voice in our county expenditure.” He recommended repre- 
sentative boards for county business. A general concurrence in 
these views was expressed by other members present. When 
leases come into general use, as assuredly they will ere long, it 
will become more important than ever to farmers to obtain some 
— upon county rates and the expenditures for which they are 
levied. 


A SHORTHORN BREEDER. 


Tue most celebrated breeder of Shorthorns of the present day has 
d away, in Mr Richard Booth, of Warlaby, Yorkshire, who 

just died at the ripe age of 76. Mr Richard Booth, though 
the most eminent breeder of his name, was one of a family of 
Shorthorn breeders, and he carried the science of true breeding to 
such a pitch that for some years past ‘‘ Booth blood” has been 
deemed essential to every herd pretending to fashion and fame. 
And it is a significant and — fact, that Mr Richard Booth 
steadily adhered to purity of blood, that is, he insisted on keeping 
witbin the narrow circle of a few tribes, and bred in-and-in, dis- 
regarding some absence of symmetry and a degree of coarseness 
in certain points, provided his animals were deep-fleshed and light 
in the offal. He was for many years a successful exhibitor of 
heifers and cows at the great agricultural shows, seldom exhibiting 
bulls, and he was amongst the first to show his stock in the high 
condition which has now become indispensable to prize-winning. 
We believe, however, that he did not over-feed the great body of 
his herd, but kept them in useful breeding condition, and hence 
in part came the extraordinary excellence of his bulls as sires 
in other herds. And it was chiefly to his bulls he owes his 
fame. The demand for his bulls on hire was generally greater 
than the supply, and for many years past his ‘bull rental” 
has amounted to three or four thousand pounds sterling 
per annum. Mr Booth, a single man, devoted himself to the culti- 
vation of his herd on a good estate of his own, favourably circum- 
Stanced in soil and climate for stock-breeding. He possessed 
many other requisites for a breeder. With a strong will and de- 
cided views as to the character of the animal he desired to produce, 
his judgment and perseverance carried him through some difficul- 
ties which might have diverted a less self-reliant man from his 
course. Indeed, so confident was he as to the merits of his own 
stock, that he listened with impatience to praises of other herds 
differing in type from his own, and was singularly uneasy under 
adverse decisions in the show-yard, commonly entering protests 
and complaining of the judges when the Warlaby animals were not 
awarded the positions in their classes which he considered they 
deserved. The well-known Shorthorn correspondent of the Mark 
Lane Ezpress, in a letter on Mr Booth and his herd, mentions 
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several characteristic circumstances and facts. He says :— 
of his bulls might be ‘idle,’ or so rough in their points the 
‘ Booth men’ have chaffed at the bad tactics of a hirer in not send. 
ing them home before, or at least keeping them out of sight at a 
sale; but the grand old blood was there, though often under ay 
ungainly guise, and, go where they might, they left a good and q 
lasting impression on a herd.” This is a strong instance of 
value of pure blood, producing, when united with females of lower 
breeding, but perhaps more general symmetry, a great improve. 
ment in the stock—improving at once the blood and the flesh, 
All the great prize-winning herds of modern days are largely jn. 
debted to, Booth blood, and this sometimes formed the veteran's 
consolation when his own animals were defeated in the show-yard, 
Mr Booth’s persistency in close breeding was sometimes blamed 
by the public. They knew the bulls of the season at Warlah 
and predicted that the herd must go down for lack of a cross, 


“ But the old sage smiled at their fears, and some time before he 
died had a still better excuse for his ‘ prejudice’ than even Queen 
of the Ocean, in two offers to take the herd at the 15,000/ valug. 
tion, or to send an unlimited cheque.” This was the true commer. 
cial test of the value of his herd, and the best testimony to the 
soundness of his principle of breeding. It is also stated that atone 
time he had sixteen bulls on hire all by one sire, ‘‘ Crown Pringe," 
which was an animal produced by very close in-and-in breeding, 
‘Though for several years past Mr Booth was confined to his bed 
or his chair, he continued to the last to take the keenest interegt 
in the progress and exhibition of his herd, thea under the manage- 
ment of his nephews, Thomas and John Booth.

The return of the Bank of France this week is on the whole 
favourable: it presents, compared with that of last Thursday, an 
increase of 11,700,000f in the coin and bullion, and a diminution 
of nearly the same sum (11.608,000f) in the notes in circulation, 
anda diminution of 4,625,000f in the private deposits. Such. 
figures as these are always held here to justify and even to call 
for a reduction in the rate of discount. But none is demanded. 
Indeed, the attention of the commercial world is no longer turned 
with such great interest to the situation of the Bank as it has 
been for weeks past. As regards the diseounts, they neturally 
present a decline, seeiog that rigour is the order of the day: they 
are 9,899,000f less than they were last week. 

What is now occupying attention more than anything else, in 
the commercial and financial circles, is the failures that have 
occurred, and others that are believed to be impending. None 
of the Paris banks which it was thought would give way under 
the suspension of Messrs Rougemont de Lowenberg has, it 
is true, failed: but full confidence in them has not yet re 
vived, and fears are entertained that some firms in the 
country which lost through them are in jeopardy. It is said also 
that certain Russian houses have suffered greatly by them. As to 
the suspensions that have occurred they are :—1, a commission 
agent at Paris in an extensive way of business ; 2, two houses at 
Lyons, one of them engaged largely in the silk trade; 3, two 
shipping firms at Bordeaux, one a large one ; and fourthly, it 18 
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OO 
alleged that the bills of ‘‘ several ” cotton dealers at Havre have 


peen protested. With reference to the failures expected, they are 
yery numerous ; but no doubt there is grest exaggeration in what 
jssaid. The amount of the liabilities in the various failures re- 
corded is loosely estimated at from 20,000,000f to 25,000,000f 
(800,000/ to 1,000,000/). ‘ :

Mach curiosity exists with respect to the financial plans which 
will be propounded by his Excellency M. Fould apropos to the 
coming budget, which will be for 1866. The situation of France 
calls loudly for radical measures of the Peel, Gladstone, and Wilson 
stamp; but none are to be expected from his Excellency. Not 
certainly that he Jacks capacity to devise or courage to execute 
such measures, but because they would frighten the Emperor, 
and because under Caosarism the Emperor being everything, and 
everybody else nothing, it is better that the whole nation should 
suffer than that he should be disturbed. The Minister’s plans, 
therefore, will in all probability come into the category of what 
the late Sir James Graham would have irreverently called pettering. 
A little increase of one tax,—a little remodelling of another—a 

ing together of a few small branches of revenue which have 
hitherto not been very productive or totally neglected—such are 
things that are to be expected. Already, indeed, the newspapers 
speak of one of these small measures,—a new mode of levying 
the tax on foreign shares and bonds negotiated in France. With 
respect to the expenses, it is alleged that the Minister bas found 
means to cut them down on paper by some 25,000,000f, and even 
tomake them appear 1,000,000f less than the receipts. But in 
France, unfortunately, reductions on paper are rarely reductions 
in fact, and the surplus at the beginning of a year too often 
becomes a deficit at the end. 

Your readers have for some time known that the project for 
raising 2 loan, by the issue of debentures through a special bank, 
for the purpose of executing public works on a large scale, had no 
chance of obtaining the approbation of the Minister of Finance, 
and consequently none of being adopted. One of the Paris 
newspapers, however, within the past week has affirmed very 
a that the scheme is to be carried out. But the official 

foniteur has given a peremptory contradiction to the statement. 

Here the matter ought to have ended. Strange to say, however, 
the newspaper referred to repeats its allegation; and I perceive 
that some of your contemporaries at London seem disposed to 
credit it. Nevertheless, you may be perfectly certain that no 
loan will be raised for the purpose indicated, either by a 
Public Works Bank, or in any other way. A decree of the 
Emperor of the 1st December, 1861, enacts that ‘for the future 
no decree authorising or ordering public works, or any other 
Measures whatever calculated to have the effect of increasing the 
public charges, shall be submitted to His Majesty except with the 
consent of the Ministerof Finance ;” and the preamble to that decree 
§ives as a reason for the enactment * that it is of essential importance 
to the maintenance of order in the finances that the charges set down 
in the budget shall not be augmented, until the Minister of Finance 
shall be able to make known if there are sufficient resources for 
providing for them.” Now, it is evident to everybody that, 
With budgets in deficit for years, an enormous floatiug debt, the 3 
per Cents. at war prices, unexpected charges to meet from 
Mexico, and a commercial crisis, M. Fould would have forfeited 

reputation he has gained for prudence and sagacity 1f he had 
Consented to a considerable outlay for works which for a long time 
would be unproductive. Had he done so, all the capitalists and 
all the men of business of France who are now with him would 
have been against him. 
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There is, I learn, much misunderstanding among the public as 
to the part which M. Behic, the Minister of Commerce, has 
played in this affair. The general belief is that his Excellency 
brought forward his plan of public works at a moment which was 
clearly inopportune, and that he persists in maintaining it, in spite 
of the opposition it encounters. Now, I hear that, though it is 
only within the last few weeks that the public has heard speak of 
the project (the EconoMIsr was the first journal to mestion it), it 
is really of Jong standing, and that it was not M. Behic who 
brought it anew on the tapis. I hear, too, that his Exeellency, 
as a practical man, so far from trying to force on its adoption, sees 
thatit had better be postponed to a more convenient season. 


In one respect this Public Works controversy has done good. 
It has caused in certain quarters the inquiry whether it is just or 
reasonable to throw on the Government the execution of such 
things. In England there will be no doubt as to what the answer 
ought to be. The greater part of what are called public,—by 
which is meant national works,—are really local, and will produce 
local advantages; they, therefore, ought to be undertaken by 
localities, and paid for by them, or be executed by Companies in 
return for certain privileges. That is the true principle, and well 
would it be for France to adopt it. For then the Budget would 
be lighter, the people would be more self-reliant, and the crying 
injustice of appropriating the money of all to the benefit of a few 
—of robbing Peter to enrich Paul—would exist no more. 


A statement made in one of the newspapers proves the truth of 
the observation in my last about the recklessness of some of the 
Ministers in financial matters. This statement is to the effect 
that the Minister of Public Instruction, M. Duruy, some time ago | 
made his son-in-law “chief of his cabinet,” albeit all the duties | 
that such a functionary could have to perform were already done | 
by the secretary of the department, and that he gave the young 
man 10,000f more than the “chef du cabinet” of any other 
Minister gets :—also that he afterwards promoted the son-in-law 
to the post of ‘* Director of the Persons Employed in the Depart- 
ment,” with a salary which will certainly not be less than 15,000f, 
and may be 25,000f; and that he made his son, a still 
younger man, chief of the cabinet in place of the son-in-law, 
with it is to be presumed the same salary. As these allegations 
have not been contradicted, and as the dread of warnings and 
suspensions make a Paris journalist very cautious of what he says 
about a Minister, we may assume that M. Duruy really has done 
what is recorded. Assuredly the sums he is said to have awarded 
the two members of his family are not large; but the 
Minister who does not hesitate at imposing on the public 
the payment of a few hundred pounds unnecessarily, will not 
scruple to thrust on it thousands or tens of thousands which 
might be spared. 

The financial consequences of the expedition to Mexico are so 
serious, that every mail from that country is waited for with much 
anxiety. The last one, which reached France on the 14th, brought 
news to the effect that the military resistance to the new Empire 
is dying away, that the authority of the Emperor is becoming 
consolidated, that measures have been taken for regulating the in- 
ternal debt, that roads of commercial utility are to be made as 
quickly as possible, and thet mining industry is progressing so 
much that in September the Mint of the capital coined 477,000 
piastres, whereas in August it only issued 374,000. All these cir- 
cumstances, joined to the augmentation in the Customs revenue 
already recorded in the EcoNoMISsT, are undoubtedly satisfactory. 
‘But, nevertheless, the grave fact remains that Mexico has not been 
able to pay iz specie either the instalments of the indemnity due 
to France, or the advances France has had to make for the pay- 
ment of Mexican troops; but has admitted drafts on the Mexican 
Finaxrcial Commission of Paris, which drafts can only be paid from 
the proceeds of a sale of the unsubscribed portion of the last loan. 
And the grave question arises—as already stated in the Econo- 
MIST—what will come to pass when the Commission has no more 
stock to sell? To this question, noone seems able for the moment 
to give an answer ; but it is probable that, after much cogitation, 
the conclusion come to will be that a new loan must be raised. 
That, however, in such times as these would be an extremely diffi- 
cult operation, and for its success would require not only peculiar 
advantages, but solid guarantees, to be presented to the public. 

Apropos to the Mexican Customs, I stated in the letter of the 5th, 
on the authority of the official Moniteur, that the receipts of Sep- 
tember were 437,157 piastres, and were 57,529 more than in 
August; but the Moniteur of to-day gives the total of all the 
maritime Custom-houses at 444,667 piastres, and states that they 
were 418,002 more than in September, 1863. The total received 
in the nine months of this year was 2,445,262 piastres, and 
1,618,220 more than in 1863. 


The English Consul at Bordeaux has addressed a long commu- 
nication to the Chamber of Commerce in that city, setting forth 
the advantages which Great Britain has derived from the adop- 
tion of free-trade principles and the abolition of the Navigation 
Laws. The Chamber has had this document translated and 
published ; and the local newspapers have reproduced it.

In the corresponding week of 1854, details of the battle of 
Inkerman had been received in England from the Crimea. 
The London money market was easy, but the prices of securi- 
ties were dull, owing to the uncertainty caused by the un- 
decided action of the Government of Austria and Prussia, and 
_ absence of any indications that the war was likely to 

In 1861, the English stock markets were steady, and there 
was an absence of any particular demand for money. In 
Paris, the Bank rate had been reduced from 5 to 6 per cent. 


In 1862, news by the China mail had informed us of the 
murder of Mr Richardson, in Japan, by the retainers of the 
Prince of Satsuma. In London and Paris, the bullion demand 
for the East was operating upon the discount market, and an 
advance to higher prices was expected in both cities. The 
advices from America announced the election of Mr Seymour, 
the Demoeratic candidate, for the Governorship of New York. 
General Burnside had succeeded General MeOlellan in the 
Command of the army of the Potomac. The premium of gold 
in America had risen to 324 per cent. Despatches had been 
published from the Russian Government containing a virtual 
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refusal to join in the intervention in America proposed by 
France. In the London market, the supply was abundant. 

In 1863, the project of a common Constitution for Denmark 
and Schleswig and Holstein had given great dissatisfaction to 
the Prussian Government. News had been received of the 
death of King Frederick VII. of Denmark, and Prince Chris- 
tian had ‘been proclaimed his successor. Prince Frederick of 
Augustenburg had issued a proclamation declaring that he 
assumed the Government of the Duchies of Schleswig and 
Holstein. The Ducal Government of Gotha had recognised 
the Duke of Augustenburg as Sovereign of the Duchies. The 
Duke of Augustenburg had been requested, in an address by 
the citizens of Hamburg, to place hivaself at the head of the 
people. The Courts of Vienna, Berlin, and London had agreed 
to accept the proposal for a Congress under certain modifica- 
tions. A general amnesty in the Neapolitan provinces had 
been proclaimed. In America, the bombardment of Charles- 
ton was continued. Burnside had retreated from London, and 
Meade was preparing to take measures against Lee. Hooker's 
position at Chattanooga had excited great uneasiness at New 
York. The Bank of Holland had raised the rate of discount 
from 4 to 44 per cent. The National Bank of Turin had 
advanced the rate of discount from 7 to 8 per cent. 

The amount of the “other” deposits, as compared with 
the “other” securities, showed, in 1854, a deficiency of 
4,165,5622; in 1861, a deficiency of 3,024,255/; in 1862, 
a deficiency of 5,157,8367; and in 1863, a deficiency of 
7,096,4731. In 1864, the deficiency is 4,879,007/. 

Discount AND Money Marxet.—The demand for discount 
is to-day moderate. Yesterday, after the breaking up of the 
Bank court, there was more inquiry than had been experienced 
in the beginning of the week. Bills of undoubtedly first 
class character are taken at from 7 to 7} per cent. ; but this 
quotation is less illustrative than it would be in ordinary times 
of the real value of money, owing to the extreme care taken 
by some lenders, and to the still unsettled state of mercantile 
affairs. Actual terms vary very much with the character of 
the paper offered. 

The revival of the foreign demand for bullion had, at the 
close of the past week, already begun to excite remark. 
But, in the present condition of monetary affairs here, [we 
cannot be too careful in making cash advanees to for- 
eign countries. The requirements of our own trade are 
too considerable and too uncertain to admit of the parting 
with any important amount of our.cash resources. In their 
own interest, mercantile firms are likely to keep large reserves 
in hand so long as there shall appear any symptoms of a 
foreign demand ; and, seeing that the extended development 
lately given to the trade of the country continually absorbs 
the profits realised in the various operations on hand, a return 
to an easy state of the money market cannot with certainty 
be looked for till after the lapse of some space of time.. The 
bullion demand this evening is again showing further activity ; 
and the arrivals on hand, which were thought likely to be 
sent into the Bank, are now expected to be taken for the 
Continent.

The quotation of gold at Paris is about 3 per mille premium, and 
the short exchange on London is 25.224 per 1/ sterling. On comparing 
these rates with the English Mint price of 3/ 17s 10$d per ounce 
for standard gold, it appears that gold is about 1-10th per cent. dearer in 
Paris than in London. 

The course of exchange at New York on London for bills at 60 days’ 
sight is about 263 per cent., and the premium on gold is 141 per cent. 
At these rates there is a small profit on the importation of gold from 
the United States.

Post Orrice ANNOUNCEMENTs.—Commencing with December next, 
the direct mail packets for the Cape of Good Hope, St Helena, and

COMMERCIAL EPITOME. 
FRIDAY NIGHT. 

The general sta‘e of trade at Mark lane to-day was extremely 
uiet, without leading to any quotable change in prices from Mon- 
i: Good and fine barley and oats chiefly commanded attention, 
and as regards these articles, the quotations were decidedly firm. 
Wheat, inferior barley, and oats, including beans, peas, and flour, 
moved off slowly, at late rates. This week’s imports amoupt to 
17,110 quarters of wheat; 1,550 barley; 21,780 oats; 40 sacks 
and 5,720 barrels of flour. 


At Liverpool, this morning, the wheat trade was slow, at late 
tates. Flour was firm in price; but for maize, the trade was dull. 
At Wakefield, wheat changed hands to a limited extent, at pre- 
vious quotations. 


A large business has been transacted in the Liverpool cotton 
market this week, chiefly influenced by an increased demand for 
goods and varns in Manchester. Speculators have greatly 
enlarged their operations and have taken 24,300 bales; and 
spinners, stimulated by the Manchester reports, have bought 
to theextent of 49,000 bales. Exporters, however, who have not 
purchased to a like extent (there being a desire on the part of the 
continental spinners to wait the result of the Presidential election 
in America before again coming into the market to supply their 
wants), have taken but 11,400 bales. Prices have risen 1d to 14d 
daring the week. Long-stapled descriptions are in most demand. 
We quote middling Uplands 243d; middling Orleans, 25d; fair 
Egyptian, 27d; fair Dhollera, 174d; and fair Bengal, 114d. The 
quotation of ‘Tinneveily is but nominal. To-day, the market is 
again brisk, and sales reach 15,000 bales. Prices hardening. 


Advices.from Alexandria are to Nov. 7. At that date, the de- 
mand for cotton ruled active, and prices had a strong upward ten- 
dency. During the week ending oe. 5, good middling to fair 
produce, roller-ginned, sold at 22d; fully fair ditto, 223d; fair to 
fully fair, open-ginned, 224d to 223d; good fair to tully good 
fair, 223d to 23d; and good to fine Prince’s produce, 27d to 30d 
per lb, free on board. Freight by steamer to Liverpool was 
9-16ths per lb.

The markets for colonial and foreign grocery produce have been 
quiet. Considerable attention, however, has been directed to the 
coffee market, and the public sales of plantation Ceylon produce 
have passed off satisfactorily, at an advance in prices of 1s per 
cwt. Blackish leaf congon tea, at public sale, has commanded 
rather more money; but the general state of the tea trade is far 
from active. The demand for suger has fallen off, and prices are 
rather lower. Rice, however, is in good request, and the quota-- 
tions have had an upward tendency. 

Last week, duty was paid in London on 1,128,014 lbs of tea, |}} 
and the export for the week ending Nov. 10 amounted to 739,232 }}}! 
lbs, making a total of 1,867,246 lbs, against 1,418,844 lbs last 
year. Advices from Chinese ports state that the export to Great 
Britain, from June 1 to latest dates, amounted to 61,195,100 lbs, 
against 60,244,200 lbs last year; whilst the export for the same 
period to the United States was 3,377,600 lbs, against 4,137,800 
lbs in 1863. 

Letters from Havana, dated the 22nd ult., state that the sugar 
trade was quiet, with a slight downward tendency in prices.

BraDrorv.—There is a good deal of inquiry for wool, and 
prices have become more steady. The feeling in yarns is likewise 
rather more cheerful, but this is certainly not occasioned by any 
increase of business. The demand for 36s twofold is good, and 
prices rather higher.

LxeeDs.—Small parcels of good black cloths, with some miscel- 
laneous purchases of tweeds, meltons, witneys, and other fabrics, 
both heavy and light, changed hands at prices not materially 
different from those of the last few weeks. Though the market 
was dull as to actual sales of goods, it was moderately cheerful in 
other respects—that is, taking into account the degree of depres- 
sion which several late failures have caused. 

HUDDERSFIELD.—The total of the sales of cloth will not make a 
large amount, and the market generally has been quiet. Thereis 
not much doing amongst houses engaged in the shipping trade. 
There is no noticeable alteration in the wool trade. 

RocHDALE.—There is a slight improvement in the flannel trade. 
Yorkshire goods are in better request, and prices rather firmer, 
consequent probably on the increase in the price of cotton. 

LercesTer.—There has been on the whole about an average 


amount of business doing in hosiery goods. In the rural districts 
business is quiet. Yarns are firm. 


NorrivcHam.—The foreign trade continves very quiet. The 
large failures which have taken plece on the continent render 
buyers very cautious in ordering. The silk trade remains very 
flat. The hosiery trade continues in a very quiet state, and little 
business is doing, except for immediate wants. Yaros are firm in 
price. 

Barnsity.—The inquiry for all kinds of coal, both for the 
metropolis and other markets, is brisk, notwithstanding that the 
strike in the South Staffordshire coal-fields is at an end, and the 
tonnage thence to London is fast approaching the rate it had 
assumed previous to the turn-out. 

BreMIncHAaM.—There has been very little change in the state of 
trade in this town for some time past ; the country orders come in 
well, and in all the principal branches manufacturers are well em- 
ployed. 

NewcasTLE-ON-Trne.—The iron trade of the district is showing 
increased signs of improvement. A Darlington report states that 
there is not a single furnace out of blast, except those that are in- 
complete, between Consett and Kston, and the iron trade 
generally is showing a greater degree of activity than has been 
witnessed for some months past.

TraFric Returns.—The traffic receipts of railways in the United 
Kingdom amounted, for the week ending the 5th of November, on 11,706 
miles, to 629,624/, and for the corresponding week of last year, on 11,358 
miles, to 577,846/, showing an increase of 348 miles, and of 51,418/in the 
receipts. The gross receipts on the 14 principal railways amounted, in 
the aggregate, on 8,240 miles, to 510,947), and for the corresponding 
week of 1863, on 8,022 miles, to 469,210/, showing an increase of 
227 miles, and 41,737/ in the receipts.
